The Italian-born Cassuto is heir to 
the liberal spirit of the Italian Se. 
Phardim. His father, who died in 
Auschwitz in its last days, was rabbi 
of Florence as well as ἃ Medical 
doctor. “In Italy you couldn't bea 
rabbi without having an academic 
degree from a university,” 

Rabbi Cassuto would take his 
children into the churches of Flor 
ence to view their architecture and 
their magnificent paintings, By con. 
trast. notes Cassuto, the Orthodox 
world today is sealing itself off from 
the outside world. “It’s clear that 
you can keep the Halacha in a num- 
ber of different ways but they always 
choose the most sahimir (stringent), 
the one that rejects People outside 
the framework, We don't belong to 
the clique thut creates the Halacha, 
The ones who do, interprét it ina 
way that is convenient to them.” 


THE PRESENT generation of mid- 
dle-aged NRP leaders went to state 
religious schools where they re- 
ceived a few more hours of instruc- 
tion in religious subjects than their 
counterparts in state secular 
schools, before going on with the 
latter to army and university. A de- 
sire to provide more Talmud Studies 
for their children -- a scholarly-reli- 
gious desire with no separatist impli- 
cations -- led this generation to cre- 
ate yeshiva high schools with far 
more intensive Tora study and then 
hesder yeshivot where army-age 
youth alternated between yeshiva 
studies and army service over a four- 
year period. For lack of sufficient 
Tora scholars within their own 
camp, the national religious authori- 
ties turned to the haredi community 
to help staff these schools. 

A “Trojan horse" is the way Av- 
raham Burg, son of former NRP 
leader Yosef Burg and himself a gra- 
dudate of the Netiv Meir Yeshiva 
High School in Jerusalem, puts this 
development. “For a generation, re- 
ligious Zionist eduation was actually 
Bnei Brak (a haredi centre) educa- 
tion. It didn't connect the students

In these Talmudei 
Tora, the number of hours devoted 
to secular studies is minimal so that 
more hours can be devoted to Tal- 
mud. “It is like the classic heder," 
says Cohen. 

Seven years ago, Cohen founded 
a movement aimed at fighting “har- 
edization” within the national reli- 
gious camp. “It is a movement of 
the intelligentsia,” he says. ‘We 
number about 4,000, including hun- 
dreds of university faculty members. 
On the other side, the Mercaz Ha- 
Rav group numbers about the same. 
Tn between is the great mass we are 
struggling for.” 

Dividing the two camps, says Co- 
hen, is a deeply philosophic ques- 
tion--whether to place emphasis on 
those mitzvot directed towards di- 
vine service or those, guiding rela- 
tions with one’s fellows.

IN A VILLAGE that houses several 
Cristian institutions, the Monas- 
tery of St. John impressive, 
“the fueak point is, of course, the 
1th-century church, its walls lincd 
with blue and white Spanish tiles 
and hung with dark, almost ob- 
soured muntumental paintings, some 
dating buck to the 17th century. In 
deed, mest of the numerous Isrucli 
and foreign visitors whe come to the 
monastery see little else. 

They have no hint, for example, 
of the Byzantine foundations, sever- 
al metres thick, or of subsequent 
structutes erected by the Crusaders. 
Hidden away fron view is the pun- 
ishment cell, with its iron bars, un- 
useil since the Middle Ages, and a 
17th-century hideaway in) which 
monks and their possessions could 
be hidden during attacks.

So it can be said that there is 
nothing new in Lado, Everything is 
traditional -- which is surely us il 
should be. All the costumes are 
modelled on what the various rural 
populations have worn through the 
ages. 

The Lado ensemble has carricd 
this heritage over the world since it 
was first formed in 1947, In that 
year, headed by director Zyonimir 
Ljevakovic at the World Youth Fes- 
tival in Prague, it was placed second 
only to the Moiseyev troupe of the 
USSR. 

Becoming professional in 1949 as 

“The State Ensemble of Croatian 
Folk Dance and Song," it changed 
its name the following year to Lado, 
a Slavonic word conveying some- 
thing good and precious. 
Lado has given thousands of per- 
formances abroad and on its home 
ground, “never allowing profession- 
alism to overcome the original emo- 
tions and humour of the dances,” in 
the words of the London Daily 
Telegraph. 


MAKING comparisons may per- 
haps be unfair, but for those who 
remember the Stuttgart Ballet in 
John Cranko’s version of Romea 
and Juliet, the temptation was irre- 
sistible at the Munich Opera Ballet 
performance in that same version at 
Jerusalem's Binyenei Ha’uma on 
November 29. : 

Let it be said at once that this 
production had its own merits. The 
costuming was gorgeous, much 
richer than that of Stuttgart; and if 
there were some changes in the cho- 
reography, inevitable over the 
years, they were highly acceptable 
too. 

The problem was that Cranko's 
wonderful version requires great 
performances. What the Munich 
Opera Ballet offered was very good, 
but it never reached greatness. 

There were admirable principles, 
but none of them brought the danc- 
ing to the high point of excitement. 
Sylviane Bayard as Juliet had the 
right face and surefootedness, with a 
strange likeness to Marcia Haydee, 
though rather bigger and with less 
beautiful legs. 

Except for her first few minutes 
with her Nurse, she did not make 
the mistake of pretending to be 14, 
and dramaticaliy, she was eloquent. 

Waldemar Wolk-Karaczowski 
was a handsome, blond, lovesick 
Romeo, who could spin half a dozen 
times and keep Juliet aloft again and 
again, but never really flashed into 
brilliance. The two were at their best 
in their love duct in the balcony 
scene. 

As Mercutio, Davide Bombana 
was sufficiently agile and happy in 
his humour, but his characterization 
lacked the hint of poetry that should 

_ have made his dying tragic as well as 
dramatic, Shane Spooner us Tybalt, 
stubborn and sinister, made a more 
striking impression within the limits 
of his role. 

The finest dancing really came in 
the crowd scene, first at curtain rise, 
when the men hustled one another 
in horseplay and then in swordplay, 
and Jater in the carnival, when 
clowns, one in particular (Jindrich 
Mikulasck?), heightened the 
hilarity.

THE NAME of Theo Anghelopou- 
Jos is su Familiar to film buffs around 
the world that I sometimes tend to 
forget that only one of his films hus 
ever been released commercially in 
this country. [tis true that all the 
others have becn shown, very bricf- 
ly, at the Cinematheques, which is 
better than nothing, but most unsat- 
isfactory for becoming really ac- 
quainted with one of the more inter- 
esting film-makers now at work in 
Europe, or anywhere else, for that 
matter. 

Not that [ cannot understand the 
reasons behind the trembling knees 
of the distributors, every time they 
are faced with one of his pictures. 
The only one released so far, Mega- 
lexandros, may also have been the 
most difficult to swallow. Therefore 
the commercial flop. 


But even the new Anghelopoulos, 
The Beekeeper, isn't exactly a 
brevze in spite of the presence of 
actors like Marcello Mastroianni 
und Serge Reggiani. Still, itis one of 
the most challenging films to be 
shown lately in Israel, and is recom- 
fnunded to anyone who is not nitald 
αἵ slow tempo, litle action and luts 
of reflection. 


A brief introduction to Anghelo- 
poules and his film kinguige is nec- 
essary, considering his unusual use 
of the medium, which makes him, 
immediately identifiable, a quatity 
not many film directors can claim, 


‘The first and most obvious of his 
quolitics is the length of each shal. 
Unlike the average director, who 
tells his storics by putting together 
short pieces of film taken from dif- 
ferent angles, Απρἰιοοβουίος wets

crupty. 
“She camora constantly changes its 
distance and angle of perapective in 


relation to actors and sets, and only . 
a perfect understanding between : 
him and his regular cameraman, , 


George Arvanitis, himself a virtuo- 
so, ‘allows these exciting and cx- 


uemely complicated shots to be 
completed. 

The only other directur who em- 
ploys a similar visual style is the 
Hungarian, Miklos Jancso, who 
must have inspired Anghelapoulos 
in the curly stages of his career, 


UNLIKE JANCSO, however, who 
has « taste for spectacular, folk-like 
vistas in films that are purely meta- 
Phorical, Anghelopoulos tends to 
stay much closer to reality. His cam- 
era moves in a less exotic fashion, 
and his only film that bears any re- 
semblance to Jancso's is, in fact, 
Megalexaneros. 


Anghelopoulos also adopted a 
surprising way of moving from one 
period to another. Instead of cutling 
away or dissolving, or whatever, as 
other directors would have done, he 
would simply allow the audionce to 
understand a leap backwards or for 
wards in time in the space of a single 
shot. 

Tn one of the curly sequences of 
The Travelling Players, for example, 
a group of actors is seen walking 
down a sireet in 1954. They enter a 
hotel, while the camera remains out- 
side and continues to look at the 
empty stroct. When the actors 
emerge, we immediately under- 
stand, from the surrounding sounds, 
that we are in 1938.

In his earlier films, the position he 
chose for his camera was that of the 
distant observer, close-ups being a 
rarity and the composition of master 
shots his main concern. Through 
this sprees he was demonstrating 
that he was more interested in 
events than in individual characters, 
But in The Beekeeper he is at his 
most personal and least spectacular, 

Here, the camera no longer shies 
away from the main character. It 
closes in on him, stays there and 
follows his overy move.

IN AN INTERVIEW in Venice af- 
ter the world premiere, Anghelo- 
Poulos conceded that there is much 
of himself in his hero.

He made the hero a beekeeper

VENTS at Habimuh in one 
hugh first, Anashim Kashim, 
deserves to enjoy due credit here 
and now. A review of the second,

The first play is set in the dreary, 
down-at-heel flat of Rahel, a Rus- 
sian-born English Jew, jilted by two 
successive lovers, both medical stu- 
dents. Rahel, played by Rivka Gur 
with delicacy and depth, has loved, 
served, and supported them to the 
day they qualified -- and quit. At 44, 
aa jo of her misplaced devo- 
tion, her marriage prospects are al- 
most nil and an insecure future lies 
ahead. Her only friend is her land- 
lord (Nachum Buchman), an an- 
Gent anarchist who cobbles shoes 
with ideological ardour, and plays 
the French horn, a sign of his pure, 
piliful love for his gentle tenant. 

She has a brother, Simon Gold, a 


presentative 


parasite who, like her lovers, has 
preyed on her purse and her heart- 
strings. all his life. Revently re- 
turned fram a visit to post-Six Day 
War Jerusalem, he produces a pro- 
spective husband, Lazer Weingar- 
ten, ἃ ne’er-lo-well divorcé he has 
brought back with him as her “last 
chance.” 5 

The “courtship’’ between the

Both did so in 
response to directing which went all 
out to extract ‘entertainment’ 
through stage tricks, and twisted 
characterizations out of the subtle 
implications of the original text.

In dodging the main issue, the 
direction had trouble building up 
tension in the first act, though bring- 
ing things to a swift, almost incestu- 
ous close, in the second.

At a concert in memo- 
ty of the Jewish authors murdered in 
Stalin's time, she referred to kad- 
dish as “a melody of the Middle 
Ages melody with words in Arama- 
ic." The song, ‘God, why have you 
forsaken me?” was presented as the 
outcry of the oppressed in Czarist 
Russia. :

Lifshitz began her career in the 
Kovno Opera while Stalin was stil 
in power. and concerts in Yiddish 
would have been unthinkable, but 
soon left because of anti-Semitism.

BUT BACK TO the foud. ‘The ap- 
pelizer platter included (wa types of 
Pale. one with smoked sitmon, the 
other with smoked amuckerel.

panion professed a liking for the 
latter, with its more assertive taste. 

We were both delighted with a 
pot of red caviar, that despite its 
apparently smiall size seemed to hold 
quite a lot of those gelatinous, sulted 
eggs of the salmon. Less successful 
was a small dish that appeared and 
tasted like some sort of commercial 
salmon and cheese spread. As for 
the smoked salmon itself, served 
with onion and capers, it was 
smooth and mellow, and just salty 
enough to be interesting. 


For the main course, | tried the 
fillet of salmon with pepper sauce. 
The fish itself, though a small por- 
lion, was suitably prilled, while the 
sitice was creamy and particularly 
tasty. But Lcould have done without 
the whole grains of allspice dotted 
here and there as booby traps for 
the unwary diner. The couked vege- 
tables pgarnishing the iish were ac- 
ceptable, but no more than that. 


My companion, who has a pen- 
chant for the cheapest dishes on 


menus, in the sometimes correct 
conviction that these are often the 
best, tried the scrambled eggs with 
caviar. The scrambled eggs were 
just that, good. 


FOR DESSERT, | balanced the 
richness of my meal by ordering a 
deliciously astringent lemon sorbet 
in champagne. This was a truly 
beautiful creation and the perfect 
ending for this sort of meal. 

My companion tried the choco- 
late mousse and found it to be ev- 
erything a chocolate mousse should 
be, that is to say, magnificent. 

The bill for the two of us came to 
a whopping NIS 140. If I ever go 
back, i think [ll stick to my cultural 
heritage and just have a plate of 
smoked salmon. 

By the way, although the restau- 
rant is a dairy onc, whose fish prevl- 
ucts are described us kosher by a 
Phalanx of rabbis in Glasgow, Oslo 
and Jerusalem, the restaurant as 
such has no kashrut certificate fram 
the local rabbinate. u

could mean equal time for ad- 
vocates and opponents of the 
international peace confer- 
ence, which when boiled 
down, would mean equal time 
for Peres and Shamir, or their 
respective spokesmen. 

That provision has been re- 
pealed in the U.S., to the de- 
light of conservative Reagan- 
ites and to the dismay of 
much of the liberal side of the 
political spectrum. The argu- 
ment behind the FCC’s dereg- 
ulation decision was, accord- 
ing to Eames, that “allowing a 
plurality of voices to be heard 
is to the clear advantage of 
every station and that no sta- 
tion, for its own commercial 
self-preservation, would be so 
ill-advised as to act in contra- 
diction to plain common 
sense and the public interest. 
Should it do so, it would sim- 
ply lose its market. Therefore, 
the idea here is that it is safe 
and sensible to let the market 
forces take over,” 

Eames stresses that this ap- 
plies “really only to focal sta- 
tlons and not to the networks. 
The networks are never Ii- 
censed stations. It Is local sta- 
tlons which hold the broad- 
cast licence and subscribe to 
programmes supplied by the 
network, including network 
news productions, The net- 
works themselves are not 
Stations.” 

Eames notes that the fear 
on the liberal side is that “with 
the Fairness Doctrine out the 
window, danger now lurks 
around the corner for the 
equal time doctrine, the only 
other politically-related provi- 
ston to regulate American TV 
Stations. 

“But,” he stresses again, 
“here too there is often a great 
misconception. The equal 
time provision does not and 
never has applied to news 
Coverage. It applias to the ap- 
pearance of candidates on all 
other TV air-time but the 
news. > . 

“Thus, if a talk-show host, 
like Johnny Carson, decides 
to feature candidate Smith, he 
would be In danger of having 
to feature not only his main 
rival, candidate Jones, but 
also a whole host of fringe 
candidates who. have fegitl- 
mized thelr candidacies 
getting thelr names Officially 
on the ballot, although it is 
clear-to one and all that their 
chances of election are nil. So 
the bet would be that during 
the campaign, Johnny Carson 
would avoid political candi- 
dates like hot potatoes,” 

In theory, according to 
Eames, “a given TV station 
‘ean decide to bar all candi- 


IN 1960, political and televi- 
sion history was made in

and, contrary to popular mis- 
conceptions, there Is no equal 
time provision for their ap- 
pearance on the news. 

“In fact, theoretically a local 
Station could decide to exclu- 
sively concentrate its news 
coverage on one candidate 
and exclude all others. It is not 
likely to do so, however, be- 
cause It operates in a free 
market and is unlikely to wish 
to allenata any portion of the 
viewing public who might just’ 
switch to another channel.” 

The free markat, so far from 
our own no-choice television 
situation, in fact recently pre- 
vailed over one of the only 
two restrictive provisions 
which spoiled to the appear- 
ance of. politicians on the 
screen in America. Thet was, 
according to Eames, “when 
the Faderal Communications 
Commission decided to toss 
out the Fairness Dactrine. The 
popular notion was that this 
doctrine had to do with the 
appearance on TV of candi- 
dates themselves, but it really

dates. “As Is the case with 
news coverage, the commer- 
ciais placed by the contes- 
tants are outside any regula- 
tion. A station can decide to 
decline the commercials of a 
candidate who seems particu- 
larly odious to it and the finan- 
cial loss would be entirely its 
own. But it is unlikely not to 
report the news about said 
candidate due to the market 
forces,” described above. 

In our own context, this 
would make ITV‘s decision to 
bar any coverage of MK Meir 
Kahane unlikely, though it 
would be much like the situa- 
tlon of a newspaper refusing 
to run a paid ad from him. 

The market forces, accord- 
ing to Eames, would also 
make outright unfairness or 
tendentiousness, such as ITV 
is sometimes accused of, “a 
bit less likely. The market 
place basically performs a ser- 
vice. The raising of an eye- 
brow when you disagree with 
what an interviewee has to 
say, or sardonic little com- 
ments and smiles, or an an- 
tagonistic style wouldn’t go 
down too well and would turn 
off some segment of the audi- 
ence which would switch, as 
the Israeli public obviously 
cannot, to the alternative 
news broadcasts offered on ri- 
val stations.” 

Back in the 1920s, he says, 
every American town had ἃ 
large variety of newspapers 
representing almost every 
opinion. People then tended 
to choose those papers with 
whose editorial policy they 
agreed. The papers were 
fargely preaching to the con- 
verted and It was a pretty hap- 
py arrangement. 

Then, with the advent of the 
electronic media, you couldn't 
have such variety, and the 
media on the one hand had to 
be fair but were always anger- 
ing some people who dis- 
@égreed with what was pre- 
sented. 

Still, Eames believes that 
“people are becoming more 
discriminating. TV. political 
coverage has existed In the 
U.S. since the 1948 presiden- 
tial nominating conventions 
but there is now a greater 
sense of perspective. 

“TV is not less powerful. it 
still penetrates our homes, 
but | believe that more and 
more people understand that 
It cannot effectively deliver 
the total message of a candi- 
date, giving us at most 8 80- 
perficial impression of his per- 
sonality and a little of what he 
thinks, but not how he thinks. 
Too many viewers are still no 
doubt lazy thinkers, but more 
people are. reaching out in 
more. directions for informa- 


-tlon. They go to the printed 


media and even exchange 
views' in conversations with 
friands and neighbours.

Wagtails|\ Two-in-one

WITH SUMMER over and the sea- 
sonal migration of birds well under 
way, we can once again enjoy the 
visit of one of the most charming of 
our wintering songbirds, the wag- 
tails. These small birds derive their 
name from the way their long, 
rounded tails wave continuously up 
and down when they walk. In En- 
gland many children call them “dol- 
ly dishwashers.” 

There ure 10 different kinds of 
wagtails in the world, but in Israel! 
we see only four and, one of those 
rarely. The commonest is the pied 
wagtail, a small (17-20cm,) bird with 
plumage in black, grey and white. 
The males usually have ἃ black 
crown and 1 while forehead, while 
the females hive a grey or some- 
times white forchend that is narrow- 
er than the male's. It is almost im- 

ossible to tell the difference 

(ween a juvenile male and an 
adult female. 

Although wagtails are fond of liv- 
ing beside streams and ponds, I have 
also seen them happily stalking 
around the edges of a rainwater pool 
ina supermarket purking-lot in Je- 
tusalem. They basically eat insects, 
but make de with seeds, snuall snails 
and practically anything else when 
insects are scarce. 

At night they rest in roosts, where 
hundreds of them cluster together, 
sometimes flying as far as 15 km. to 
reach the roost. dn Jerusalem there 
are at least half a dozen roosting 
siles, mostly in thick evergreen 
trees, and the same is truc of Tel 
Aviv. 

They arrive here starting in late 
September and stay until April. 
Only a few pairs remain to breed 
here, mostly in the Hult nature re- 
serve. The rest return to their famil- 
iat breeding grounds in the Scan- 
dinavian countries, Northern Russia 
and Poland.

Between Acts 


Helen Tolstoy 


In 1943, an old Jewish woman, An- 
ton Chekhov's first serious love, 
died in Treblinka. 

Their engagement and ensuing af- 
fair in 1886-1887 when Chekhov was 
26, was a secret from everybody but 
one or two friends and probably 
Chekhov's sister. The secret was 
kept for more than 70 years, by 
themselves, the family, and subse- 
quently by the Sovict literary estub- 
lishment. Apart from privacy, there 
were two reasons for keeping the 
affair secret: the anti-Semitism in- 
herent in Soviet society made a Jew- 
ish connection with the great Rus- 
sian writer distasteful; in addition, 
Chekhov himself did not behave in 
the most exemplary fashion in this 
affair. 

Information about the young 
woman was made public in 1960 
when Chekhov's letters concerning 
the affair were published in full for 
the first time; previously the Jewish 
theme had been censored. The Ict- 
fers convey a picture of Chekhav's 
brief courtship and proposal to a 
rich, ill-tempered Jewish girl, fol- 
lowed almost immediately by a 

warrel and ἃ parting. It is only now 
ta complete edition of Che- 
khov's works and letters has ap- 
peared that the story can be 
Teconstructed. 

The girl was Dunya (Evdokia) 
Efros, the daughter of a rich Mos- 
cow lawyer Isaak Efros who was a 
hereditary honorary citizen of that 
city — that is, n member of the clite 
exempt from limitations on Jewish 
settlement in major cities. He must 
have preserved his national pride, as 
he was a distributor of a Jewish jour- 
nal and wrote letters to Moscow 
ne rs attacking anti-Semi- 
tism. His assimilated daughter was a 
student at a private institulion of 
higher Jearning for women and 2 
passionate lover of Russian litera- 
ture. When Chekhov made her bap- 
tism a condition of their murriuge, 
she flew into a fury. For him, it was 
merely ἃ question of courage: “If 
the rich little Yid has enough cour- 
age to baptisc, all right; if not, not 
Decessary,” he wrote. But even if 
she had undergone baptism and they 
had married, he planned to divorce 
her within a year or so. 

From the very start his passion for 
her had overtones of vengeance. 
Was it because she was such a shrew 
or because she was a “rich little 
Yid?" There was a quarrel, but he 
immediately made it up by writing a 
story featuring a black-eyed girl, in- 
fatuated but lacking courage; there 
Were rather cruel games of love end- 


ing with a proposal of marriage (the 
original version of his Joke -- a story 
we know in ἃ different, revised 
version). 

Dunya Efros remained in the fam- 
ily circle but the tensions of these 
months cost Chekhov his health; he 
had his first hemorrhages that 
spring. Talk nbout marriage was re- 
newed towards the summer of the 
same 1886, and Efros was invited lo 
stay with the Chekhovs in the coun- 
try. She came there in August from 
a town in Caucasus whence victims 
of unhappy love affairs traditionally 
went to recuperatc. 


MARRIAGE was again discussed. 
But instead, itall ended in a terrible 
quarrel, followed on Chekhov's part 
by brutal literary revenge: he pub- 
lished an overtly anti-Semitic story 
about an attractive Jewish heiress, a 
nervous, deadly pale degenerate 
and nymphomaniac, who had man- 
aged to trap the whole male popula- 
tion of the local Russian gentry in 
her double net of money and sex.

The story's title was Quagmire. Che- 
khov referred to the heroine as 
“painted from nature:” indeed, by 
temperament and powerful exotic 
attraction she resembled Dunya 
Efros as she appears in the letters. 

‘The ‘story appeared in Russia’s 
most popular daily New Times 
which was also reactionary and anti- 
Semitic. It caused an uproar in the 
Jewish as well as the Russian liberal 
press, and even among Chekhov's 
own friends and family. Efros her- 
self made a scene; although she 
could only accuse Chekhov of writ- 
ing an ugly story about Jews, taking 
it personally was out of the ques- 
tion. Chekhov defended himsclf by 
writing about pure art which does 
not fear dung heaps, and immedi- 
ately began mending his relation- 
ship with Bfros. Their affair re- 
sumed and continued until the 
spring of 1887, when she almost 
married another non-Jew, an archi- 
tect Shechtel (who later designed 
Art Theatre) but nothing came out 
of it. In the autumn she finally mar- 


ried a lawyer, Kunovitzer, Che- 
khov’s Taganrog, schoulmite. 


THE UNFORTUNATE story ap- 
peared during a change in public 
attitudes towards the Jews. Tn the 
wake of the pogroms in the early 
“8Uy und the draconian 1882 “tempo- 
rary laws” limiting the Jews in all 
spheres, Russian society became po- 
larized on the Jewish question: 
grass-roots anti-Semitism wus en- 
couraged and given an ideology by 
the nationalist press led by New 
Times. But it also gave rise to a wave 
of philo-Semitism among the intelli- 
gentsia and aristocracy, Writer Dan- 
tii Mordovtscv. philosopher Viadi- 
mir Solovjey, Countess Uvarov, 
multi-millionnaire industrialist 
Count Demodov-San Donato, and 
Leo Tolstoy himsell, published 
books and articles in the mid-'80s 
defending the Jews. 

Especially active was novelist Ni- 
kolai Leskov who wrote i passion- 
ate treatise in favour of dhe Jews in 
1884, followed by a story about a 
Christian Theodore and his friend 
Abraham the Jew, aimed at encour- 
aging trust and love for Jews. The 
story appeared only two months af- 
ter Chekhov's Quagmire. 

Chekhov must have felt he was in 
the wrong company and this feeling 
became acute during an all-out cam- 
paign New Times waged against 
Russian-Jewish writers early in 
1887. It was widely believed that 
these vitriolic attacks actually kilicd 
poet Semyon Nadson, a young, sad, 
angelic-looking, consumptive, half- 
Jew who was the best-loved poet of 
the decade, a cult figure among the 

ung. Public opinion was outraged 
byte murder of Nadson and Che- 

ov felt despised for his lasting as- 
sociation with New Times. His at- 
tempt to dissociate himself was his 
play Jvanov. 

In the play, Ivanov — that is, “Mr. 
Russian” — is married to Sarah, ἃ 
baptised Jew who has abandoned 
her faith and friends for him and 
been rejected by her family. But she 
is ignored by her husband, not ac- 
cepted by his circle and reduced to 
playing the piano in solitude while 
coughing her lungs out until she 
dies. It recalls Chekhov's own inten- 
tion of leaving Efros after a year or 
two of marriage. However, the gen- 
eral public saw in Sarah’s fate a re- 
minder of Nadson’s tragic end: 
abandoning his kin, rejected by the 
culture for which he sacrificed so 
much, dying young of consumption - 
- it was all fresh in the public memo- 
ry when /vanov was first staged ear- 


ly in 3888, less than a year after 
Nadson’s death. 

By acknowledging the Jewish 
qwesliun as a mailer of consciunce 
for every Russian, by presenting the 
Jew as no longer 3 stranger, but 
family, and by fearlessly probing the 
fatal dimensions of the Russian 
love-hate for the Jew (fvanov, 
crushed by guilt, finally kills him- 
self), Chekhoy at least rid himself of 
the anti-Semitic stigmu. 

This was probably the start of the 
overall change in his attitudes that 
he termed “squeezing the slave out 
of himself, drop by drop.” Of 
course, the play was also a parting 
gift for Efros. {t seemed 10 say: 
“Don’t regret what happened. Look 
whut would have happened to us,” 

The change in Chekhov also con- 
cerned his personality. His first seri- 
ous depression occurred straight al- 
ter his second failure to marry 
Efros: it was during that period of 
gloom that Quagmire was written. 
Chekhov was chinging from a care- 
free spirit into the despondent, pre- 
maturely-aged wriler with whom we 
are familiar, 

He also developed a detached, 
unfriendly attitude towards women, 
becoming a cold womanizer careful- 
ly avoiding marriage. 

When he finally married a decade 
later, he exhibited the same exo- 
gamic tendency. Olga Knipper was 
also a black-haired, black-eyed, 
lively, strong-willed and indepen- 
dent girl. 

Efros emigrated with her husband 
and son in 1918, settling in Paris. 
She was to survive Chekhov by al- 
most 40 years. She must have been 
about 80 when she died in Treblinka 
where she was taken from an old 
people’s home in Paris. [t was her 
son who brought the story of his 
mother's death to Moscow in 1956. 
He also donated a document to the 
Lenin Library with which the unrav- 
elling of the secret started: a theatre 
programme of the premicre of 
Ivanov, inscribed by Chekhov to 
Evdokia Efros-Konovitzer. 

Chekhov's changing attitudes to- 
_ wards the Jews resulted in his sup- 
port for Dreyfus and a total break 
with New Times. By the turn of the 
century, anti-Semitism had become 
unacceptable for the Russian intelli- 
gentsia, It re-emerged with a ven- 
geance in Stalinist Russia. 

That this incredible story of a ma- 
jor episode in Chekhov's life was 
Suppressed for 70 years because of 
its Jewish ramifications is in itself a 
valuable insight into the nature of 
Soviet society. oO

“We lost the Temple, we lost the 
land and all the forms by which we 
understood ourselves but we didn't 
disappear. We just discovered new 
ways. We were able to build a new 
civilization. The Talmud remains 
the great testimony to the innova- 
tive, creative powers of the Jewish 
people.” 

In their own ways, that is what 
each of the wings of the national 
religious camp is atterhpting to do as

Many frustrated Jewish silver- 
smiths emigrated from Germuny to 
Italy, settling in places like Mantua 
and Verona, where they flourished 
during the Renaissance and later. 
Church dignitaries, princes and aris- 
tocrats were among their clients, 
one of whom was Pope Julius 11. 
‘The Jewish metalworkers were of 
course encouraged ta convert and 
some, seeking to improve their 
standing, did so, like the de Levis 
family, the famous bronze casters of 
Verona. Among the few secular ob- 
jects in the collection, the physi- 
cian’s mortar with Hebrew letters 
denoting the date, was made by Ser- 
vius de Levis around 1480; his 
name, surruunded by a foliate 
wreath, is clearly readable. The fab- 
ulous bronze buckel with topless 1a- 
dies supporting the handle, was 
made just 8 century later by his heir 
to the family tradition, the re- 
nowned sculptor and foundry mas- 
ter Guiseppe de Lovis, who was ac- 
tive between 1577-1605. 


Under these circumstances, ono 
can readily widerstand why a bronze 
cast hanukka Inmp from early 16th 
century ταῖν ( based on a widely- 
copied model, n sarcophugus-like 
writing implement box probably 
made by artist Andrea Riccio of 
Padua ) comes to be covered with

MORE THAN any other Biblical 
episode, the Akedah (binding), the 
Sacrifice of Isaac, has fired the 
imagination of artists throughout 
history in painting and sculpture, 
music and theatre. This epic story of 
unrelenting belief and willingness to 
sacrifice that which is most loved to 

that belief, has taken root in 
modern Israel as ἃ central theme in 
the plastic arts. The Akedah has also 
been interpreted by poets and writ- 
ers into a national symbol; of 
Abrahams (parents) sending their 
sons to do continual battle to main- 
tain the fiber that links us to the land 
and affirms the continuity of the 
Jewish people. 

“The Sacrifice of Isaac (Akedah) 
in Israeli Art,” an impressive and 
fascinating exhibit of more than 125 

intings, sculptures and drawings 
ar artists, has been organized by 
Dr. Gideon Ofrat, who also wrote 
and edited the show's catalogue 
(Hebrew only). ᾿ 

The Akedah is an exceptionally 


* fine theme show. Ofrat has carefully 


chosen pictures that both define the 
subject stylistically, while providing 
local art historical insights covering 
the past 80) years. 

There is no doubt that the agoniz- 
ing, yet poignant, subject matter 
lends immediate power. Still. it is 
remarkable to witness the changing 
character of artistic interpretation 
over the years as the language of 
communication becomes more in- 
ventive, from carly romanticized vi- 
gnettes by Abel Pann and mystically 
oriented illustrastive canvases by 
Frenel and Castel, to the biting post- 
Lebanon satire of Kadishman and 
Gershuni. 

Between these two extremes lie a 
host of first-rate paintings and sculp- 
tures in which roles are inter- 
changed, myths are reversed and 
characters redeemed. Yitzhak Din- 
ager and Shmuel Boneh provide 
dramatic versions of the theme, as 
does Avrahain Ofek in a scries of 


individual miniature bronze ma- 
quettes of Surah, altars and “coded” 
parables. 
As the exhibit moves closer to 
present times, the works often be- 
come devoid of the realism and sym- 
bolism inherent in the art of the 
recent past, an expression born of 
hardships experienced within the 
Yishuv and then in the inexplicab- 
le Akedah of the Holocaust. The ear- 
licr lucid narratives and clarified in- 
signias of painters Sike Kahana, 
Tamir, Bak, Bezem and Bergner 
have been restated by our contem- 
porary artists and wrapped in a 
cloud of personal esuterica in place 
of universal! statements. The indi- 
vidualist efforis of the likes of 
Ryoram Merose, Dorlt Feldman, 
Nira Savir and Doron Ayaleh be- 
come coldly unrecognizeable, emo- 
tiunal vacuums Jacking a core that 
the viewer can grasp and empathize 
with.

FOR THE past 36 months, Dedi 
Ben-Shaul has devoted all his paint- 
erly energies to creating a series of 
self-portraits. Fifteen pictures, all 
oil and tempera on paper, selected 
from a total of more than 30, fill the 
gallery with breathtaking drama, a 
contemporary nod to the European 
and American traditions of 
portraiture. 

Ben-Shaul's direct manner of de- 
scription positions him as a harsh, 
deflant, serious and proud subject. 
There is nothing of the dilettante. 
The quixotic brushing touches the 
edges of flamboyance, while main- 
taining excellent realistic rendering 
that moulds all the pictures into a 
unified, singleminded, personality. 

In addition to Ben-Shuul's fantas- 
tic control of the graphic elements, 
his use of monochromatic colour 
scales project impact via unclut- 
tered, yet vigorous, simplicity. Ben- 
Shaul, seuted in gelabia and kefiya 
head covering, gazes icily into the 
gallery from behind deeply recessed 
eyes and “sculpted” facial features. 
He is variously elevated to the post 


of tonal harmonies. Till end Dec. 


ZVIKA ISRAEL (b. Haifa 1954), 
shows smoothly finished oils, some 
of general landscapes, others taking 
rock formation or other topographi- 
cal details as their subject. Since this 
artist studied architecture prior to 
embarking on a carecr as a profes- 
sional painter, it is not surprising 
that he handies form and line far 
better than colour, a trait particular- 
ly noticeable in large works striving 
for surreal and theatrical effects. Far 
more acceptable, where not ob- 
scured by disfiguring double frames, 
are his more restrained efforts in 
monochrome or two-colour palette. 


NAOMI NIR-AM. (Ὁ. Cairo 1937) 
has hung her poetry alongside banal 
mixed-media collages packed with a 
crude selection of photographs of 
people and contemporary evenings, 
scissored from local journals.

IF YOU FIND A LOST wristwatch 
while rummaging through your 
drawer for two socks that match, 
then you have experienced serendip- 
ity.

Bul even here,” 
the author continucs, “Bernstein 
was thwarted for he shared the 
podium not only with the Christian 
convert Koussevitsky, but with 
Eleazar de Carvalho." Not so: the 
IPO veterans recall vividly Bern- 
stein’s untiring efforts at bringing the 
orchestra and Koussevilsky 
tugether, « move opposed here with 
some heut because of Koussevitsky's 
abandonment of Judaism. 

The biographer’s avowed aim is 
“to understand why Bernstein lived 
the fife he did" - a task us honour- 
able as it is difficult. Cecasionally, 
indeed, the reader is treated to 3 
perspective glimpse of Bernstein the 
musician and the man. Peyser is at 
her best when describing the conduc- 
for’s “nontechnical, gut approach to 
his cruft ... When Bernstein looks up 
into the heavens, with right hand 
extended, fingers spread open in the 
air, musicians underneath him any- 
where in the world hold that tone 
under seemingly impossible cir- 
cumstances until his right hand 
sweeps them on to whatever comes 
next.”

Much tov often, though, Peyser's 
altempt at understanding amounts 
to little more than setting up elabo- 
rate traps to catch “the other Bern- 
stein,” referred to on the jacket as 
“an ambitious, calculating, destruc- 
tive seeker of power." Thus, the 
conductor's preference, expressed 
around 1957, for having his name 
pronounced Bernstyne, not Bern- 
steen, elicits the following commen- 
tary: “So by the time Bernstein 
assumed his prestigious post [as the 
New York Philharmonic’s music 
director] in the fall of 1958, he was ἃ 
man infinitely diffcrent from the 
rising artist of the 1940s. Formerly a 
homosexual, or at least a bisexual 
with a powerful sex drive, he was 
now a family man. Formerly a leftist 
with a plethora of uncelebrated, lov- 
ing Jewish friends, he was now a 
Germanic aristocrat... Why, by 
such a criterion, no less than 320 
“Germanic aristocratic" families re- 
side in the Tel Aviv metropolitan 
area alone. 

Bernstein's hopes, in the 1940s, 
for the musical directorship of the 
Rochester Symphony are given short 
shrift: “His capacity for self- 
assessment apears to have been 
nonexistent.” Listing the nine left- 
wing groups Bernstein supported at 
various times, the biographer con- 
cludes; “He wantsit all. He thinks he 
should be able to do whatever he 
wished without paying the price. But 
grownups know this is impossible.” 
Yet lis becoming the director of a 
leading American orchestra some 10 
years later made it obvious Bern- 
stein had not been all that childish in 
his desires. 

When Bernstein, at the helm of 
New York's short-lived City Sym-

“THOSE WHO had lived with him, 
the biographer informs us, “describe 
the way he eats fowl. Picking the bird 
up with both hands, he devours 
every particle of skin and meat until 
there is only a pile of bunes left on his 
plate." The meaning: “His appe- 
lites, his sexual compulsions, en- 
larged over the years.” 

Whatever the persuasiveness of 
such interpretations -- many admitted- 
ly originating in gossip — their agere- 
gate has the author completely car- 
ried away. “If the seminal gene in 
Bernstein had been political rather 
than musical, he would probably 
have become one of the most con- 
troversial figures in history, more 
like the czar in Boris Godunov than 
Alexander the Great or Ivan the 
Terrible." A far-flung shot indced, 
and she continues darkly: “One can 
understand why a good many guest 
conductors during Bernstein's te- 
nure at the New York Philharmonic 
may have gotten sick or died, or in 
any event did not show up.” 

Why indeed? Because, as a stu- 
dent at the Curtis, Bernstein had 
addressed Reiner as “Fritz”: he once 
asked Rouzinski to turn pages for 
him at an informal lecture; during a 
recording session in 1980, he fired 
everyone on the spot only to rehire 
them the next day; and “hotels 
where Bernstein stays report it takes 
their cleaning staffs several days to 
repair the damage.” Irreverence, 
short bursts of temper yes, but hard- 
ly enough to sustain the explosive 
diagnosis of Peyser the psychologist. 

No, Joan Peyser did not under- 
stand Leonard Bernstein. A percep- 
tive confrontation with her subject 
slipped all too easily into gossipy, 
sensation-oriented tabloid journal- 
ism. Perhaps, the leitmotiv, so New 
York-like, of “aggression necessary 
for the combat inherent in a life in 
the arts" was a false premise. Con- 
ceivably, too, the discrepancy in sta- 
ture between the subject and the 
Writer proved too great. Be that asit 
may, a Bernstein biography worthy 
of the fascinating artist still waits to 
be written. 7

This book tells us where we ate, 
how we got here and where we were 
heading before we got off course.

point of it all? What difference does 
it make if the Jews of Israel all 
emigrate and those of the Diaspora 
all assimilate? 

Many individuals here and in Di- 
aspora Jewish communities still 
stand out as models of devotion and 
sanctity (in both the religious and 
secular sense). Yet the quality of 
public life in Israel and communal 
life elsewhere seems so far from this 
elevated moral purpose at this mo- 
ment that it makes one almost 
ashamed to speak out in its name. 

Thus it is fortunate that a man like 
Hertzel Fishman is neither ashamed 
to be an idealist nor afraid to make 
high moral demands, especially 
upon young people. He is not writing 
in order to score points in debates 
with opponents but rather to raise 
the questions about our national 
purpose that have been ignored 
since the Zionist movement suc- 
ceeded in establishing the State of 
Israel. 


CERTAIN KEY concepts appear 
repeatedly in this book, The major 
one is “authenticity,” a Jewish- 
Israeli identity rooted in Jewish his- 
tory and culture going back the full 
3,300 years to the birth of our nation. 
Another important term is “values- 
oriented Zionism,” not narrow 
nationalism based on territory or the 
state but a moral movement that 
views territory and the state 85 in- 
struments for attaining a higher 
ideal. 

Fishman distinguishes between 
the noun “Jew” and the adjective 
“Jewish.” Nominatively, anyone 
who is born Jewish or converts to 
Judaism is a Jew. The word need 
have no particular content. Even 
Cardinal Lustiger can call himself a 
Jew. But adjectivally, a Jew is de- 
fined by the Jewish things he does. 

Fishman’s view of Jewishness is 
essentially religious but not Ortho- 
dox. He contends that anyone who 
denies the religious component of 
Jewish identity by emphasizing only 
the secular, national component flies 
in the face of the meaning of J ewish 
history. He supports this contention 
with a strong and interesting analysis 
of Judaism and the Jewish condition. 
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letting these Jews who aspire Wo Fulfil 
all the commandments in ἈΠῸ their 
details continie τὰν do se while en- 
coursging other Jews tueapress their 
connection with the essential and 
authentic religious mission af Juda- 
ism without being squasbed into the 
Orthodox mould. 


AFTER SHOWING that religion is 
an indispensable component uf Jew- 
ish identity, und thus for any ideulo- 
gy of modern Isrueli fife, Fishman 
turns to the analysis of Zionism. His 
basic point, demonstrated by the 
history of Jewish settement in the 
Land of Israel, shocks the com- 
placency uf people who cansider 
themselves Zionists: Most [sraelis 
are not and never have been Zivnists 
in any serious sense. Very few puea- 
ple actually came to [srael imbued 
with the idealistic mission of Zivnist 
ideology. Similarly, very few people 
live hy that ideology today. 
Fishman devotes two well- 
informed chapters τὸ the history and 
idculogy of Isrueli political move- 
ments, without any visible purtisan 
bias. However, Berl Katzenelson, 


«7 whom he quotes extensively, does 


Judaism, he argues, has always been 
both a religion and a national identi- 
ty, but the dialectic between religion 
and nationalism has been shattered, 
and it is the task of Zionism to 
restore it. 


THE EMANCIPATION made it 
impossible to live an authentic Jew- 
ish life. Before the Emancipation, 
Jews lived autonomously as mem- 
bers of a nation with its own religious 
faith. After the Emancipation, Jews 
lost their national identity as Jews, 
becoming Frenchmen, Germans, 
Americans and, to remain Jewish, 
they had to cling to what was, in most 
cases, the decreasing religious con- 
tent to their lives. 

Fishman calls for putting religion 
back into Jewish life, but not what 
passes for religion here in Israel. He 
calls for religious pluralism, showing 
that rabbinical Judaism was always 
pluralistic until the emergence of 
rigid Orthodoxy in fearful reaction 
to the modern world. 

He rejects Orthodoxy as the only 
religious option, showing cogently 
that Orthodox authorities have 
failed to face the changes wrought in 
the Jewish people by the establish- 
ment of a sovereign Jewish state. 

For example, a sovercign state 
must have an effective police depart- 
ment, and it must be possible for any 
honest citizen to serve as 8 police- 
man. However, in 1954, when Chief 
Rabbi Herzog was asked for halachic 
guidance for Sabbath-observing pat- 
rolmen, his suggestions were ludic- 
rous: Patrolmen were expected to 
use bicycles rather than patrol cars 
on the Sabbath, and if they arrested 
a thief, he was not-to be driven back 
for arraignment and detention until 
after the Sabbath! 

Fishman is not an opponent of 
Orthodoxy but rather an opponent 
of the timidity of Orthodox author- 
ities. As a positive example of an 
observant Jewish community that 
was forced to modify the Halacha in 
order to live in a manner to which 
they were ideologically committed, 
he discusses the religious kibbutz 
movement. 

In practical terms, Fishman calls 
for a consciously selective observ- 
ance of the Halacha (which is what 
“secular” Jews in fact do). Most 
Israeli Jews continue to mark rites 
of passage with religious ceremonies 
— circumcision, bar mitzvas, wed- 
dings and funerals — and they cele- 

brate many of the Jewish holidays. 
The problem is, the content of these 
occasions is weakened through lack 
of appropriate religious leadership 
and inspiration. Fishman advocates 


emerge as one of his heroes, For Berl 
never ignored the Jewish tradition, 
nor did he forget the ethical mission 
of Jewish destiny or lose sight of 
values in the scramble for power and 
concrete achievement. 

But Katzenelson was unique, and 
he has been dead since 1944. Be- 
cause major ideological issues have 
gone unresolved, even undiscussed, 
our political leaders cannot offer us 
moral leadership or a vision for the 
future. Although this is not strictly a 
book about current events, Fishman 
illustrates many of his points with 
quotes from the press about judicial 
decisions and some of the political 
and social crises we have gone 
through recently. He shows that, in 
part as a consequence of our ideolo- 
gical confusion, each ministry in our 
government can act like an indepen- 
dent fiefdom, preventing coordina- 
tion of government offices to achieve 
national goals, and our electoral sys- 
tem mitigates against holding politi- 
cians responsible for actions. 


ASSUMING WE AGREE in part 
orcompletely with this book, howdo 
we change the situation? How do we 
get there from here? Fishman’s 
answer is: through education. His 
book is designed primarily as a text- 
book for teachers’ seminaries. Tis 
purpose is to inspire young educa- 
tors to change the society we live in. 
However, the author knows that you 
can't change things by devoting afew 
more classroom hours to topics like 
“democracy” or “good citizenship” 
or “Jewish identity." Nor can the 
school successfully impart values 
that the society cannot or does not 
honour, To be effective, an educa- 
tional programme must be carried 
out not only by the schools but by all 
the means available to the govern- 
ment, the army, the radio and televi- 
sion, and, above all, by the example 
of our national leaders. 

This is a very demanding book. 
Though it is clearly written and not 
difficult to read, it is long, full of 
weighty arguments and vital in- 
formation, and it makes you stop 
and think, constantly challenging the 
clichés and slogans that have re- 
placed political ideas in public life. 

Most important, it demands more 
than just cognitive understanding. It 
demands moral reassessment and 
positive action. Itis preachy, in both 
good and bad senses, and I can well 
imagine impatient readers throwing 
it aside, That, however, would be 
unfortunate. In this book, Hertzel 
Fishman raises questions that have 
lain in obscurity for generations and 
offers values by which young people 
can live. ἊΣ a)

IN THE FIRST World War, millions 
died of tropical diseases. A principal 
task, then, of the Allies during the 
Second World War was to prevent 
similiur disaster. Malaria was the 
chief threat. 

In the present work, Dr. Rivka 
Ashbel documents the vital part 
played by the Yisfuev in this world- 
wide effort. She shows how the sci- 
entific researchers and medical 
warkers of Erctz Yisrael -- often at 
great personal risk and in spite of a 
hostile British bureaucracy - not 
only saved countless lives, but con- 
tributed directly to the success of 
allied military operations. (A not- 
able instance was the drawing up of 
malarial maps which enabled allied 
forces to avoid infested areas in their 
invasion of Sicily and Southern Ita- 
ly.) Also crucial were the vaccines 
supplied by the Hebrew University 
laboratories. Four hundred doctors 
who volunteered for service in the 
British Army during the war and 
headed four of its 10 anti-malarial 
departments served with distinction 
on all fronts. 

The staff of the Hebrew Universi- 
ty, notably the prrsaliology depart- 
ment, educated scores of Empire 
doctors for the war against malaria, 
while the university laboratories, 
directed by Eliahu Suktzever solved 
problems not only in the field of 
health (food refrigeration and ster- 
ilization), but in areas such as air- 
craft communications and energy 
supply, which were vital to the Brit- 
ish war effort. 


THIS BOOK, bused — in the absence 
of wrilten material — on scores of 
personal interviews, does more than 
tell the story of one small commun- 
ity's disproportionate contribution 
to the Allied war effort. Tt provides a 
detailed record of the work and lives 
of a number of heroic individuals 
whose contribution was essential to 
the development of modern scicn- 
tific and medical research in Israel. It 
is really the story of ἃ generation of 
pioneers devoted to advancing scien- 
ce both in the service of mankind and 
in the building of a new society in an 
ancient land. 

Thus we come to know of Gideon 
Mer, founder of the malarial re- 
search station in Petah Tikva, whose 
work helped the settlers drain the 
malarial swamps of the Hula Valley; 
of Shaul Adler, guiding spirit of the 
Hebrew University's parasitology 
and epidemology departments, who 
carried out vital research in the 
struggle against tick relapsing fever 
and the Leishmania diseases. We 
Jearn of israc!]
